Bom in Jerusalem, he be 
came mufti of Palestine at 
the age of 24. In the abaence 
of a nationalist civilian au 
thority. the religious post 
gave him immense poiitUal 
i>ower that he miitinued to 
Mtcld. <ill('u % intently, 
against the mandated gov 
eriMiH’itt until Israel was ea- 
tahliihed in 11M8. 

In his relatiun.s with tier 
man authorities during 
World War II, the mufti waa 
atTuaed of having helped rt> 
i-ruit Moslem \otunteem for 
Hitler's forces in tbc fiai* 
kans He ileiiM*d ctHtperailng 
with the Nazis 
In IM0. the muMi moved 
to liigypi and became prasi- 
* dent of the \rao Higher 
' Committee for PaJeatlne. 
But he waa not authoriard 
to return to Palestine. 

In 1958. wh *n hii influ- 
, ence was waning, he was in< 

: volved in differeneei with 
then Egyptian Presidant 
Gama Abdel Natier. and 
waa lorred to retire 
He left Cairo fur Beirut In 
the summer of 1989 and 
tried in vain to retain l«id> 
ership of the Ptlestlidan 
movement. But by than. 

! younger Palestinians wtiw 
turning away from him and 
i eventually formed the Mi» 
tine I.iheratloii i)rgaaiie- 
lion. 
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
